Washington, November 5.—Plans 
to wind up the fight over peace- 
treaty amendments miscarried again 
today, the senate adjourning after 
six hours of sSpeechmakine, with 
three proposed amendments con- 
fronting it, while there had been 
only two in the morning. 

Two new amendments dealing 
with the league of nations cgvenant 
were prepared by Senator Borah. 
republican, Idaho. On these, and on 
the amendment of Senator Gore, 
democrat, Oklahoma, to prohibit 
war without an advisory vote of 
the people, the leaders hope to get 
final action tomorrow. 

The prospect for a final roll call 
on the treaty still is complicated, 
however, by uncertainty as to what 
course may be adopted by the group 
which is standing out irreconcilably 
against any sort of ratification.

DR. PAUL FAVER, 
NOTED PHYSICIAN, 
DIED WEDNESDAY 


Dr. Paul Faver, a former state 
‘senator,-and at the time of his re- 
tirement one of the foremost physi- 
cians of Georgia, died Wednesday 
evening at his late residence, 638 
Edgewood avenue. 

Dr. Faver was the son of John 
Faver and Antoinette Lumpkin, thus 
uniting two of the most distinguish- 
ed families of the state, both of 
which came from Virginia in the 
early pioneer days, settling in 


Dr. Faver was born in Wilkes 


| county, but early in life moved with 


his parents to Coweta county. When 
the civil war camyw on he, with his 
two brothers, went to the front, one 
of the latter paying the supreme 
sacrifice on the altar of conviction. 
Dr. Faver fought in the battles 
around Atlanta with the cadets from 
the Georgia Military institute, re- 
tiring before the onward sweep of 
Sherman’s army to Savannah. When 
the latter place was evacuated this 
company was the last to leave the 
city, retiring to Augusta, where the 
final surrender was made. Dr. Faver 
was the ranking ofrtcer of this com- 
pany, being on command through 
te the weeks of struggle and priva- 
ion. 

After the war he selected the pro- 
fession of medicine for his life- 
work, graduating with first honors 
from the Virginia Medical College 
in Richmond, earning thereby a 
much-coveted appointment to Belle- 
vue hospita) in New York, whers 
he took a post graduate course. Re- 
turning to Georgia he took up the 


active practice of his profession and

UNOFFICIAL SPEAKER 
FOR AMERICAN LABOR 


Production Proves Im- 
portant Factor in Delib- 
erations at Wednesday 
Session of Conference. 


Washington, November 5.—Mak- 
ing his first_address before the in- 
ternational labor conference, in 
which he sits as an unofficial rep- 


| resentative of American labor, Sam- 
| uel Gompers, president of the Amer-| 
'ican Federation of Labor, declared 
today for the straight eight-hour 
| day as a maximum as compared with 
| the 48-hour 
| served 


week and incidentally 
notice that in the United 
States even the eight-hour day 
would be shortened if labor coud] ac- 
complish its purpose. 

Mr. Gompers spoke in reply to 
a majority report on the part of 
the employer delegates favoring the 
principle of reducing hours, but stat- 
ing that it could not be put in force 
generally at this time owing to the 
need for increased production as a 
result of the war. 

The report, submitted by D. SBS. 
Majoribanks, of Great Britain, point- 
ed out the need for special effort 
“to make good the shortage of food 
Supplies, the reconstruction of dev- 
astated areas and the replacement 
of machinery,” and declared that the 
progressive increase in the cost of 
living “would lead to disaster un- 
less the needs of the present situa- 
tion were considered in conjunction 
with the aims of the labor repre- 
sentatives.” 

On Productivity. 

Stoutly denying that output coulda 
be increased over a considerable 
period of time by lengthening hours, 
Mr. Gompers’ characterized the 
American workman the most pro- 
ductive worker in the world and said 
industrial history proves the eight- 
hour day to be more productive than 
the ten or twelve-hour day. 

Late in the conference session, 
Mr. Gompers again tok the floor 
to mave that the entire subject of 
hours of work be referred to a com- 
mission. A motion offered yester- 
day by. George N. Barnes, member 
of the British war ministry and gov- 
ernment delegate, and numerous 
amendments proposed ‘today had 
been the subject of discussion 
throughout the session, and Mr. 
Gompers proposed that the whole 
matter be sent to a secommittee. 
The American labor leader’s motion 
was lost by a vote of 30 to 41, with 
a majority of the labor delegates 
voting “no.” Mr. Gompers raised 
his hand in the affirmative, but 
his vote was not counted by the 
secretary because of his unofficial 
status, 

Slate Is Cleaned. 

Mr. Barnes’ motion provided that 
the draft convention on the forty- 
eight hour week prepared by the 
organizing committee be made the 
basis for discussion, but this was 
opposed by labor delegates on the 
ground that it excluded the eight- 
hour day from consideration. A 
substitute resolution providing 
that “the convention relating to the 
eight-hour day and the forty-eight 
hour week as a maximum” be ac- 
cepted as a basis for discussion, of- 
fered by Leon Jouhaux, French la- 
bor representative, also was de- 
feated. Then the original motion, 
with an amendment by Arthur 
Fontaine, of France, striking out 
the objectionable words, “forty- 
eight hour week,” followed the fate 
of the other proposals. The con- 
ference with its slate clean then 


adjounrned until 3. p. m. tomorrow.

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NATIONAL BANKS MAK 
AN ENVIABLE RECOR 


Only One Forced Closing 


%, 22 Months, According 


t oStatement. 


Washington, November 5.—s- 
tablishing a record of immunity 
from failure, national banks of the 
United States have gone through 
the last twenty-two months with 


only one enforced closing, accord- 


|ing to an announcement tonight by 
|John Skelton Williams, comptroller 
j of 


the currency. The one failure 
reported by Mr. Williams was in 
1918, no bank having been forced 
to suspend during the past ten 
months of this calendar year. This 
record, Mr. Williams ‘said, stands 
out as thirty times better than the 
average for any similar period in 
the forty years’ life of the present 
national banking system. 

For the first ten months of the 
present year 221 charters for new 
national banks were granted by the 
comptroller. Of these forty-one 
were made operative in’ October. 
The banks chartered in October, 
Mr. Williams" statement showed, 
had an aggregate capital of $3,.930.- 
000, as compared with five charters 
granted in October, 1918, with an 
aggregate capital of $185,000. 

The tremendous strides taken by 
American business, the comptroller 
said, was reflected in the number 
of banks increasing their capital 
stock as well as in the granting 
of new charters. According to the 
comptroller’s figures, 298 national 
banks added a total of $42.658.000 
to their combined capital stock dur- 
ing the first ten months of this 
vear. In the same period last year 
the figures showed 151 national 
banks increased their capital stock 
by 2 total of $16,379.000. 

While the great increase in capi- 
tal stock was going on only four 
banks reduced their capital obliga- 
tions. The total reduction was $85.,- 
000. according to the comptroller’s

Bethmann-Hollweg, former German 
chancellor, stated in the course of 
his testimony before the sub-com- 
mittee of the national assembly 
that he did not believe during the 
war and does not now believe in a 
lasting peace.

the military and political authori- 
ties. 

“As regards .our strategic de- 
mands (regarding Belgium and the 
eastern frontier) | did not believe 
that a comparatively long period 
of peace would be granted us... .” 

In the course of the investigation, 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg said he had 
given Ambassador Gerard no in- 
formation for President Wilson 
about Germany’s desires in the 
east, since Belgium was the sub- 
ject chiefly in the mind of the pres- 
ident at that time. He had assured 
Ambassador Gerard that Belgium 
would be treated fairly, although 
it had always been a background 
for attacks upon Germany.

South Georgia Grass Tests 
Show Encouraging Results 


Waycross, Ga., November 5.—(fpe- 
cial.)—Lespedeza, knee high, and 
thodes grass, shoulder high, grown 
on two or three of the experimental 
pasture areas seeded last spring, 
are reported to President Sessoms, 
of the Georgia Land Owners’ as- 
sociation, by Paul,Tabor, field agent 
in agronomy of the State College 
of Agriculture, who has supervision 
of this tmportant work, having for 
its aim the development of perma- 
nent pasture grasses that will put 
the coastal plain section of Georgia 
in the forefront of the-live stock 
centers of the United States. 

Last winter a co-operative 
rangement between the 
State College of Agriculture 
the Georgia Land Owners’ associ- 
ation was entered into under which 
68 pasture areas of from four to 
ten acres were seeded in 43 south 
Georgia counties, on 37 different 
soil types. These areas comprised 
altogether nearly ‘three hurdred 
acres, and represented undoubted- 
ly the biggest constructive plan 
for pasture development on diver- 
sified areas, immediately accessi- 
Sle to farmers, ever undertaken in 
any state, but owing to impossi- 
bility to secure eufficient seeds, 
and owing to the excessive rain- 
fall, it was possible to complete 
the seeding on only ten of these 
areas, 

Seed for Further Tests, 

In a preliminary report on this 
situation, just received by Presi- 
dent Sessoms, Mr. Tabor writes: 

“We used a mixture of lesnedeza. 
alsike and white clovers, Rhodes, 
tall oat, orchard, meadow fescue 
and red top grasses. The grasses 
succeeding best are Rhodes and 
lespedeza.. The remaining erarses 
have largely disappeared. due to 
hot weather and a.vere competition 
with crab grass. I feel, however, 
they will succeed better if sowed 
during the fall. At @ne or two 
Places, on land better than the 
average, Rhodes grass made tt 
growth shoulder high at one place 
and where very little grazing was 
done lespedeza also grew knee ich. 

“I feel that pastures will be much 
benefited. however, especially in 
the damper places, by the additior 
of carpet grass and Dall's grass. 
The seed of these rave already been 
oraered and will be forwarded

The vote given Governor Coolidge 
was the largest ever cast for gov- 
ernor in this state, although his 
plurality has been exceeded. The 
total vote was unusually heavy. 

Long also opposed Governor Cool- 
idge last year and was defeated by 
a plurality of 17,035. Yesterday the 
Coolidge vote was more than 100.- 
000 ahead of that of 1918, and the 
Long vote 4,000 behind. Lone’s lead 
of 19,909 in Boston last year was 
cut to 5,140 yesterday.

In his campaign Longe appealed 
particularly to the labor vote on the 
ground that Governor Coolidge had 
shown hostility to organized labor 
in denouncing the striking Boston 
deserters.
